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SHIP IS LIKE 


OCEAN LINER 


Great Britain's Giant Craft 
Lacks Only Privacy Of 
Ocean Going Ship. 


By Wade Werner 
'AP Feature Service Writer) 
Cardington, England (AP)—The 
narrowing margin between luxurious 
travel by sea and luxurious travel by 
air seems to have been whittled 
down to a matter of comparative 
privacy. ' 
One still can have more privacy at 
sea than on a big air liner like the 
new British R-101—but that, a stroll 
through the huge liner .here sug­ 
gests, is about all that is lacking. 
Except, perhaps, a swimming pool. 
The two passenger decks are con­ 
tained in the outer envelope. Even 
the control car, although it projects 
below the keel of the ship, is as 
easily accessible from the upper 
deck as the ground floor of 'a house 
is from the upper stories. 
Only the "power eggs” containing 
the five 585-horse power Diesel en­ 
gines are isolated from the interior 
of the ship. 
Quarters for the crew are distribu­ 
ted in various parts of the hull. 
The passenger staterooms, with 
room for IOO persons but berths at 
present for only 52, are arranged 
in corridors similar to those aboard 
an ocean liner, with space for an 
upper and lower berth in eac$k Par­ 
titions, to save weight, are of can­ 
vas. That means a noisy passenger 
will be heard by everyone. 
, Lavatories are (Hose to the state­ 
rooms, but the water is carefully ra­ 
tioned. 
Each passenger gets his 
quota, and after he has washed the 
water is carefully piped into tanks, 
not thrown away, for water is the 
fluid ballast of the R-lOi, and must 
not be wasted.

(AP),—The courts soon 
are to determine the fate of Clar­ 
ence Hairy, who was arrested folr 
lowing the $40,000,000 slump of the 
shares of five of his companies on 
the London stock market. 
The 
financial 
collapse, 
serious 
enough to depress the entire m ar­ 
ket here, with repercussions 
even 
as far away as New York, has re­ 
awakened public interest In 
the 
hectic career of Hatry. 
Several times in the last 15 years 
Hatry’s name has been connected 
with 
Lombard 
street 
sensations, 
none of them, however, as violent 
at his last. 
He first 
surprised 
conservative 
observers in the 
financial district 
when, a young man of 25, he bought 
and reorganized the City Equitable 
Fire 
Insurance 
company, a deal 
that involved something like 91,- 
000,000. Not long before th a t Im 


had been an obscure clerk in an in­ 
surance,, office. 
Before another five years had 
elapsed he had established a repu­ 
tation as a brilliant financier and 
negotiator. 
He 
was 
particularly 
active in the post-war boom, one of 
his most important deals at that 
Hint Ming the acquisition of the 
Commercial Bank of London. 
. At " the time he took control the 
bank was not particularly impor­ 
tant, but Hatry used It as a base 
tat .thai negotiation of other deals 
Involving upward of $150,000,000. 
Under its new name, the Com­ 
mercial Corporation of London, the 
bank was one of the most active 
factors in the securities boom 
of 
1919-20 - during 
which 
time 
it 
helped to promote many new Indus 
trial enterprises. 
When the- boom ended, however, 
Hatry’s fortunes began to turn; and 
in 1924 the Commercial Corpora­
